Cairo residents have never been backward - 
in aiding the S. P.C. A. with their purses, 
and they can now, aid-it with their parses | 
too, but in an indirect. manner, which we* 
shall explain. First let us mention the three 
mbst important. branches. of the 8. P.C. A.’s 
.| work in Cairo. There is the infirmary, which 
is always fall ; ‘there is thé supervision of 
draught animals : this has ‘improved and is 
improving, though the carters, the roughest 
class by far in Cairo, can be bratal on 
oocasions,and now and thea behave like lunatics 
when their nombers are taken, while sym- 
pathising bystanders talk of the days’ of 
oppression and tyranny, and. the Boropean 
feels inclined to commit assault and battery 
not only on the culprit and active resister 
bat on. the crowd. -Finally, we have the su- 
pervision of oab horses ; their condition is bad, 
Wo may sdy very bad. They ate hard-worked 
and they are underfed. Their drivers are 
often more to be pitied than blamed; with 
barley “at P.T. 90 per ardeb and tiba at from 
P.T. 100 to P.T. 110 per hamla they could 
not in ‘many cases afford to feed their beaste 
well and at the samo time ‘make anything 
like decent profit if they were well paid. Bat 
they are not paid in too many cases: the 
praotioe of “bilking” “cabmen—it is not a pret- 
ty word but the action is not’pretty— is on the 
inorease in Cairo. We know of one case where 
Englishmen have paid a cabman P.T, $ for 
driving them to Ghezireh from the centre of 
the town. The arbaghi’s expostulations were 
out short by the ready. policeman, and he had 
no redress. 

Now this sort of conduct seems to us emi- 
nently ungentlemanly,and unfair to the driver, 
to his beasts, and to the public, The arbaghi{ 
never a brilliant type of humanity,—otherwise 
he would not be-an arbaghi—is led to do his 
bedt to swindle the resident if he can and the 
tourist when he can, or to starve his beasts, 
The horces suffer, the pablis deplores their 
sufferings, bat forgets or ignores the canse.’The 
fiot is the “new” tariff is by no means too 
favorable to the native driver, and. erg> to his 
beasts, and:the daty of British residents is to 
Pay just a little too mach- rather than the 
exact fare, and above all to discourage the 
practics of offering a cabman a perfectly 
derisory stim after a long drive and threaten- 
ing him with the shawish if he objects. Other- 
wise the condition of cab-horses mast remain & 
scandal.
